REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fails to disclose or suggest the combination of at least one ball bearing rollably 
disposed within the longitudinal slot of the outer tube and longitudinal groove of the 
inner tube, and a pinion shaft coupled to the outer tube to transfer rotational torque to 
the outer tube, wherein the ball bearing urges the inner tube to rotate as the outer tube 
rotates.
